Driver 


dies in bin 



COUNCIL staff have 
been left stunned by the 
death of a bin lorry 
driver in a crash. 

The Forest Heath District 
Council driver is believed to 
have been thrown out of the 
cab of the lorry when it 
ploughed off the road and 
hit a tree. 

The driver, Jeremy Bird, 48, 
from Centre Drive, Newmarket, 
was certified dead at the scene of 
the crash on the A1101 Mildenhall 
road between Icklingham and the 
Fiveways roundabout. 

He was driving one of the coun¬ 
cil’s newest refuse collection 
lorries which is thought to have 
been on its way to the Lackford 
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waste tip after completing a round 
in the Newmarket area. 

Another bin man in the lorry 
escaped with minor injuries and 
was taken to West Suffolk Hospital, 
Bury St Edmunds, for treatment. 

Mr Bird was manager of 
Newmarket Town Youth FC’s 
under 11B side which scored an 8-0 
home win on Sunday over 
Grampian Gunners. The side’s 
home ground is at Newmarket’s 
Scaltback Middle School. 

Staff at the council’s head¬ 
quarters in Mildenhall were 
already reeling from the sudden 
death of audit manager Jim 
Harris, 46, after he collapsed at his 
home. 


A council spokeswoman said: 
“It’s fair to say that everyone is 
feeling shocked with this coming 
so soon after the news about Jim.” 

David Burnip, the council’s chief 
executive, said: “Jeremy Bird, 
whom we all knew as Jez, was a 
highly valued colleague and 
friend. 

“He was a great character with a 
cheerful word for everyone. As a 
member of our waste collection 
team, he served the community 
well for 28 years. 

“Typically he also devoted much 
of his spare time to helping and 
promoting youth football in 
Newmarket. Here at Forest Heath 
District Council, we are all 
shocked, distressed and greatly 
saddened by this appalling tragedy 
We wish to send our deepest 
sympathy to Jeremy’s family” 


Mr Bird, whose two sons play 
youth football, will be remembered 
with a minute’s silence at New¬ 
market Town FC’s next match. 

Kevin Grainger, club chairman, 
said: “He was such a kind man 
who gave up all his spare time to 
youth football in this town. 

“The boys in his team absolutely 
loved him.” 

The road was closed for nearly 
six hours after the accident while 
police investigators took measure¬ 
ment and carried out checks at the 
scene of the crash. 

Police have appealed for anyone 
who was in the area when the 
crash happened at about 12.10pm 
on Monday to contact Pc Phil 
Smith, of the Bury St Edmunds 
roads policing unit (01284) 774100.

Cancer patient’s stolen 
laptop held life’s work 


A WOMAN with terminal 
cancer has appealed to 
thieves to return her 
laptop computer which 
contains her life’s work.

Row, near Mildenhall, is writing 
two books - one of anecdotes 
about her life and another an 
instructional book drawing on 
her 60 years of experience with 
horses and riders. 

But she has been left 
devastated by the theft of the 
laptop which contains most of 
the text for the books. 

It was stolen from a portable 
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building she uses as an office in 
the stable yard the night after a 
party was held to mark her 75th 
birthday - and raise money for 
Macmillan Cancer Support. 

Mrs Johnstone said: “Hope¬ 
fully I can get some of the work 
back that I have sent to a friend 
in America for editing - 
otherwise it has gone. 

“I was told this time last year 
that I had two months to live. 
But I am still here. 

“People have been absolutely 


fantastic in supporting me. I 
never knew I had so many 
friends.” 

Mrs Johnstone, known as 
“Boss” at the stables she runs 
with her daughter Lorna, 
discovered the office had been 
broken into on Sunday November 
18, the morning after the party 

Glass had been removed from 
a window and the laptop had 
been unplugged from the 
printer and taken. 

A Fuji grass trimmer and a 
Honda ride-on lawnmower were 
also stolen from the stables at 
the same time. The value of the 
stolen property is more than 
£ 2 , 000 . 


The thieves returned the 
following night and ransacked 
the building. 

“I think they were looking for 
the £1,250 we raised for Mac¬ 
millan, but they only got about 
£150 in petty cash,” she said. 

She appealed for the thieves 
to return the laptop and for 
anyone who is offered the laptop 
to call the police.

PLANS to extend an 
already-growing 
village by building 
an extra 700 homes 
are set for rejection 
by councillors. 

The proposals to build 
the homes at Red Lodge, 
near Newmarket, are 
facing widespread oppo¬ 
sition. 

Now Forest Heath 
District Council plan¬ 
ners are recommending 
that the scheme, by 
developer Crest Nichol¬ 
son, be turned down. 

The company is al¬ 
ready building 1,250 new 
homes at Red Lodge with 
around 300 completed so 
far. 

The current develop¬ 
ment will almost treble 
the size of the village - 
the additional 700 
homes, proposed to be 
built on about 50 acres of 
farm land, could make 
the village four times its 
present size. 


Plans would see a 
fourfold expansion 


Nearly 200 people as 
well as nearby parish 
councils have objected to 
the scheme and have 
argued that the scheme 
will be “unsustainable”. 

They are also con¬ 
cerned plans for a new 
school to serve the 
existing permitted deve¬ 
lopment have not moved 
forward. 

The district council’s 
planning committee, 
which meets on 
Thursday, is being 
recommended to refuse 
planning permission on 
a number of grounds. 

The committee is 
being asked to rule that 
there are already enough 
houses planned in the 
district for the next five 
years and the extra 700 
homes are not needed. 

Dave Beighton, the 
planning officer, said the 
scheme would increase 
the number of homes 


planned at Red Lodge to 
more than the 1,500 set 
by the council in a 
“master plan” for the 
village. 

James Moody, man¬ 
aging director of Crest 
Nicholson (Eastern), 
said decisions about 
building the school 
rested with Suffolk 
County Council. 

He said the company 
was giving the land for 
the school and paying 
money to the council 
towards the cost of 
building it. But the 
county would decide 
when it would be built. 

The company was 
already planning a new 
village centre, sports 
pavilion and playing 
fields as part of its Kings 
Warren development at 
red Lodge. 































































Charity will pursue 
retirement flats bid 


RESIDENTS have welcom¬ 
ed a council’s decision to 
refuse planning permiss¬ 
ion for a controversial 
retirement flats develop¬ 
ment. 

But charity Racing Welfare, 
which wants to build the flats in 
Newmarket, has already sub¬ 
mitted a revised application for 
planning permission and has 
said it may lodge an appeal. 

The charity has argued that its 
plans for seven flats, at Cramp- 
ton House and Crampton Cott¬ 
ages, off Park Lane, Newmarket, 
would provide much-needed 
homes for people who have 
retired from the horseracing 
industry 

But the scheme has faced 
opposition from people living 
nearby 

Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) planners rejected the 
plans on the grounds of “over¬ 
development” and poor levels of 
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residential amenity for people 
living next to the site, as well as 
for people who would live in the 
new flats. 

One opponent of the scheme, 
Adam Mills, of Park Lane, 
Newmarket, said: “The residents 
of 12-18 Park Lane and the 
residents of number 2 Crampton 
Cottages are absolutely delighted 
at FHDC’s decision to reject the 
plans for overdevelopment and 
loss of amenity for existing 
residents, and of the future 
residents of Crampton House 
under local planning policy. We 
will, however, continue to object 
unless Racing Welfare reduces 
the number of proposed flats.” 

Cedric Burton, chief executive 
of Racing Welfare, said he was 
“slightly disappointed” that 
permission for the £900,000 
scheme had been refused on a 
planning officer’s decision 


without reference to the district 
council’s planning committee. 

“We have already resubmitted 
a new application for five units 
on the site, and we are 
considering an appeal over the 
seven units,” he said. “We need 
to be clear in our own minds 
what the bits of planning policy 
mean. The Government is 
encouraging people to make the 
best use of land. We have a high- 
density urban site, but we are 
told that what we proposed is too 
much. 

“We need to establish for our 
own, and everyone else’s, benefit 
what is acceptable. Obviously we 
want to try to get on with our 
neighbours. But we believe that 
this will have a positive impact 
on the area.” 

The new flats would be named 
after 96-year-old Wilfred Sher¬ 
man, founder of the Stablelads’ 
Welfare Trust, who would be 
invited to the official opening if 
the scheme was able to go ahead. 


Lib Dems win Conservative seat in by-election 


THE Liberal Democrats 
have won a seat from 
the Conservatives at a 
by-election. 

Tim Huggan was 
elected to Forest Heath 
District Council’s Man¬ 
or ward covering the 
villages of Worlington, 
Barton Mills and Freck- 


enham. He took the seat 
vacated by Conserva¬ 
tive Sue Syvret, who 
stood down from the 
council to concentrate 
on her teaching career. 

Coun Huggan, of 
High Street, Tudden- 
ham, was previously on 
the council in the early 


1990s when he repre¬ 
sented a Newmarket 
ward. His election 
means that the council 
now has three Liberal 
Democrats. 

But Conservatives 
still hold the majority 
with 21 seats. There is 
one independent and 


two members of the 
Forest Heath Inde¬ 
pendent Alliance. 

The election result 
was: Timothy Huggan 
(Lib Dem) 281, Brain 
Harvey (Con) 211, David 
Chandler (UKIP) 32. 
Turnout was 41 per 
cent.

Horse equipment 
goes up for sale 


EQUIPMENT used by 
a pioneering horse 
research unit is to be 
sold at auction as it 
closes down. 

The Equine Fertility 
Unit (EFU) at Newmarket, 
officially opened by the 
Queen in April, 1986, is 
closing after the 
Throughbred Breeders’ 
Association (TBA) 

withdrew its financial 
support for the operation. 

Most of the more than 70 
horses at the unit, in 
Woodditton Road, New¬ 
market, have been found 
new homes, although about 
a dozen which were said to 
have been in poor health 
were put down. 

Now all the equipment is 
to be sold at auction on 
Saturday, December 1. 

More than 300 lots, 
ranging from horse tack 
and tractors to specialist 
scientific equipment, are 
due to be sold by 
Cambridge-based auctio¬ 
neers Cheffins.

Cheffins, said: “We are 
well-known for holding 
diverse on-site auctions, 
however, this particular 
sale offers a truly unique 
range of equipment. We 
have a number of tractors 
and paddock machinery 

“There are tack and 
equestrian requisites in 
addition to all the 
specialist scientific 
veterinary equipment, 
apparatus and consum¬ 
ables. It’s a sale with an 
incredibly broad appeal to 
those in the equine world.” 

The unit, originally set 
up in 1970 at the Animal 
Research Station in Cam¬ 
bridge, moved to its 
present 114-acre site at 
Mertoun Paddocks more 
than 20 years ago. 

It has been headed for 
more than 30 years by 
Professor Twink Allen, 
father-in-law of top jockey 
Frankie Dettori. 

He is retiring aged 67 


and had hoped to secure 
the future of the unit. At 
one stage it was set to be 
taken over by Nottingham 
University. But the TBA 
refused to fund upgrading 
costing more than £5 
million to secure its future. 

The TBA argued that the 
research carried out by the 
unit was no longer relevant 
to breeding racehorses. 

But Prof Allen said that 
the EFU had performed 
groundbreaking work and 
is widely credited with a 
significant increase in the 
fertility rate in thorough¬ 
breds over the last two 
decades. 

He said the closure was 
“a stupid and shortsighted 
decision.” 

He said “By losing the 
EFU, we’ll lose our ability 
to adapt to changes in the 
breeding world, to tackle 
problems and explore new 
developments.”

Race lab ‘may do 
NHS blood tests’ 


HORSE doping experts 
are in talks with Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital to 
begin testing the blood 
of thousands of human 
patients sent by GPs. 

The world-renowned hosp¬ 
ital has turned its gaze to the 
racing industry in 
Newmarket for the venture. 

Pathology work, including 
that for Hinchingbrooke and 
Papworth hospitals, could be 
farmed out from Adden- 
brooke’s to the Horseracing 
Forensic Laboratory (HFL) - 
a company that handles blood 
testing and lab work for the 
horse racing industry. 

A GP, who did not wish to 
be named, told the Weekly 
News : “A disturbing proposal 
for the privatisation of GP 
blood tests has come to our 
attention. 

“This is not supposed to be 
in the public domain.” 

He claimed on his web blog, 
which campaigns against 
NHS cuts and privatisation, 
that health chiefs plan to use 
the horse doping experts to 
analyse the blood samples

sent by all the area’s GPs, and 
“provide them with a 
‘minimalist, no-inter¬ 
pretation’ service - just the 
bare results and nothing 
else”. 

He said: “When I take blood 
from a patient, it goes to the 
local hospital where the 
samples are analysed on 
machines operated by exper¬ 
ienced biomedical scientists 
who know their jobs inside 
out, can produce accurate 
results and interpret their 
significance to aid the 
doctors looking after the 
patient. They are also 
particularly knowledgeable 
about human blood. 

“Biomedical scientists, 
with all their education, 
skills and training, are 
already paid scandalously 
low wages, yet they are the 
backbone of the pathology 
service. 

“What hospital managers 
in Cambridge think is 
obviously a very different 
matter. There is no way on 


god’s earth that this private 
company can match the level 
of service and clinical input 
provided by a remotely well- 
run hospital laboratory ser¬ 
vice. 

“I can’t see HFL veterinary 
technicians tracking down 
GPs at 7pm to pass on details 
of patients that they have 
correctly ascertained to have 
subtle yet life-threatening 
conditions.” 

An Addenbrooke’s spokes¬ 
man admitted the hospital 
trust was considering the 
move. He said: “HFL has 
some of the best human 
blood testing facilities in the 
world, so it makes sense to 
investigate whether their 
laboratory service could 
work together with 
Addenbrooke’s clinical exper¬ 
tise. 

“There have never been 
any plans for the ‘minimalist, 
no interpretation’ service 
described. If we used the 
HFL lab, Addenbrooke’s 
would continue to take full 
clinical responsibility for 
interpreting any analysis, 
and the end result for GPs 
would be unchanged.”

Det Cons Gibbs replied: “I would not 
do something like that.” 

Six men deny plotting to prevent 27 
horses from racing on their merits to 
prevent them winning and resulting 
in punters being cheated. 

Jockeys Fallon, 42, formerly of 
Newmarket, but now of Tipperary, 
Ireland, Fergal Lynch, 29, of 
Boroughbridge, North Yorkshire, and 
Darren Williams, 29, of Leyburn, 
North Yorkshire, deny the conspiracy 
between December 2002 and August 
2004. 

Lynch’s brother, Shaun Lynch, 38, of 
Belfast, professional gambler Miles 
Rodgers, 38, of Silkstone, South 
Yorkshire, and barman Philip Sherkle, 
42, of Tamworth, Staffordshire, have 
also denied the charge. 

Rodgers has also denied hiding the 
proceeds of crime.

11 The Rookery,Newmarket 
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Defeat on cards over 
container ‘eyesore’ 


A CHURCH at the centre 
of an unholy row over a 
metal container on its 
land may be forced to 
move it. 

Forest Heath District Council 
has refused permission for 
Newmarket Catholic Church to 
keep the container on the land 
for an unspecified “temporary” 
period. 

The council previously reject¬ 
ed an application to keep two 
containers on the land at Exeter 
Road, Newmarket, and one has 
been moved. 

The issue has caused friction 
between the church and neigh¬ 
bours who have branded the 
container an eyesore and want 
it to be taken away. 

A council planning officer 
said the container was “utili¬ 
tarian and uncontextual” and

failed to preserve the character 
of the area. 

The council could issue an 
enforcement notice requiring 
the remaining container to be 
removed. 

The church wanted to put a 
close-boarded fence around the 
container, which is used to store 
church furniture, to screen it 
from the road. 

But after opposition from 
people living nearby, a council 
planning officer refused permi¬ 
ssion for a temporary change of 
use of the land. 

The container was left on the 
site - originally intended for a 
new house for the parish priest 
- for about two years following 
building work to create a new 
parish centre. 


People living near the church 
have complained that the site, 
where weeds are growing 
through the gravel surface, and 
the container, on which vandals 
have began to scrawl graffiti, 
are unsightly. 

Peter Cornish, who lives near 
the site at The Watercourse, 
said: “We are delighted to see 
the high standards we would 
wish to keep for Newmarket are 
being upheld by the district 
council’s planning depart¬ 
ment.” 

Parish priest Father Michael 
Griffin, who lives in a church 
house in the village of Kirtling, 
has previously said the issue 
was a “non-story”. But he told 
parishioners in a newsletter 
that he had no wish to cause 
distress to neighbours. He was 
not available to comment on the 
district council’s decision. 


Sainsbury’s set to take over Budgen store 


A MAJOR supermarket chain is due to take over 
an existing store in Mildenhall as a first step 
towards a brand-new building. 

Sainsbury’s is taking over the Budgen store in 
the town and will trade from there while a new 
store is being built nearby. 

A Sainsbury’s boss has explained the move 
after local rumours that the long-awaited new 
store might not be built. 

Robert Oxley, regional development executive, 
has said that the company remained committed to 
the new store which is due to open in spring 2010. 


Staff working at the Budgen store in St 
Andrew’s Street will be offered jobs with 
Sainsbury’s when the store is taken over. 

It is due to start trading as Sainsbury’s early 
next year. 

Once the new store is built, the St Andrew’s 
Street shop will be offered for rent to “suitable 
and complementary retailers.” 

Sainsbury’s is about to submit a formal 
application for planning permission for the new 
store development, which has been under 
discussion for nearly two years.

Young drivers say 
peers are ‘danger’ 


MANY young motorists 
blame other youthful 
drivers rather than 
themselves for the high 
accident rates among 
novice road users, 
according to a new 
survey 

And nearly half of young 
motorists aged 17-23 consider 
themselves “safe drivers” - 
despite nearly a quarter of 
young male drivers admitting 
drinking and driving, the 
survey from Norwich Union 
found. 

Of the 1,265 young drivers 
polled, 44 per cent did not 
consider their peers to be safe 
on the road and 63 per cent 
were in favour of tougher 
measures for young 
offenders. 

Almost a quarter (23 per 
cent) of male drivers aged 17-

23 had driven under the influ¬ 
ence of drink or drugs, while 
44 per cent had got behind the 
wheel the morning after still 
affected by drink. 

Despite these findings, four 
in five young drivers felt 
victimised by the way they 
were portrayed in the media 
and 41 per cent felt alienated 
by high insurance premiums. 

Kevin Clinton, head of 
road safety at the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, said: “Every day 
three young drivers are killed 
or seriously injured on 
Britain’s roads and last year 
alone there were more than 
42,000 casualties among 
young drivers aged 17-23. 

“Young driver safety is a 
huge problem and it’s a con¬ 
cern that current messages 
don’t appear to be getting 
through to this age group. 
This new research adds to 
our understanding of one of 
the most difficult road safety 
issues we face today” 

Sue Rowland, head of the 
pay-as-you-drive insurance 
scheme at Norwich Union, 
said: “Our research shows 
that they continue to see the 
driving test as a means to an 
end, rather than the first 
stage of the long process of 
learning to drive.”

HONDA has 
launched what 
can surely be said 
to be one of the 
most important 
cars ever. 

The FCX is a 
concept that has had a 
few designs before it 
and, as such, is pretty 
well developed. In 
terms of styling, it’s 
quite nice and 
reasonably futuristic 
but it doesn’t live up 
to the billing that it 
was given in the 
opening sentence. The 
real importance of 
this car is under the 
skin. 

The FCX is powered 
by an electric motor 
which runs off a 
hydrogen fuel cell. 
The fuel cell is 
crucially important to 
the future of the 
automotive 
industry, and the 
world in general. 

To keep it really 
simple, a fuel cell 
stack generates 
electricity from 
hydrogen and 
oxygen, thus 
dramatically 
reducing our 
reliance on 
polluting fossil 
fuels. 

The zero- 
emission FCX is 
the first hydrogen 
fuel cell car in 
history to enter 
production, even 
though 
production is 
limited to 100 
units for the time 
being. It has a 
range of 270 
miles, giving it an 
equivalent of 
82mpg - and the 
constant develop¬ 
ment that Honda 
has implemented 
will only see 
those figures get 
bigger. 

One key 

problem with the

Compared to an 
average family home 
powered by electricity 
from the national grid 
and using a petrol 
powered car, the 
energy station can 
reduce emissions by 
30 per cent and costs 
by 50 per cent.
